The  birth  rate  of  20.14  per  1,000  is  the  highest  of  which  there 
are  records. 

The  crude  death  rate  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  show 
an  increase  over  last  year^  but  may  be  considered  satisfactor}^ 

The  general  health  of  the  population  is  good,  and  one  can 
only  assume  that  despite  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions,  the 
increased  spending  power  of  the  people  and  the  distribution  and 
supply  of  food  has  more  than  counterbalanced  this  housing  factor.

HOUSING. 

While  the  general  housing  position  shows  no  improvement 
certain  concessions  granted  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  ^vith  regard 
to  certain  condemned  properties  which  fall  vacant  have  enabled 
the  council  to  deal  with  a few  of  the  worst  cases.  The  Council 
can  now  requisition  any  condemned  houses  which  become  vacant 
and  do  repairs  up  to  the  cost  of  ^10.  If  cost  of  repairs  is  over  that 
figure,  special  permission  has  to  be  obtained  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  such  repairs  do  not  make  the 
houses  in  all  respects  fit  for  habitation,  the  main  aim  is  to  make 
them  "wind  and  water  tight.” 

Once  the  houses  are  repaired  they  can  be  let  by  the  Council 
to  such  cases  as  they  consider  to  be  the  most  urgent,  and  not  confined 
as  formerly  to  evacuees  and  agricultural  workers. 

Coincident  with  this,  local  councils  are  being  urged  to  push 
forward  with  post-war  housing  plans  ; and  in  consequence,  estimates 
of  the  number  of  houses  likely  to  be  condemned  are  required  from

In  VIEW  OF  THE  FACTS  MENTIONED  WHEN  THE  TIME  COMES  FOR  THE 
COUNCIL  TO  SELECT  THE  FIRST  TYPES  OF  HOUSES  TO  BE  ERECTED  IN 
THE  rural  DISTRICT^  ONE  FACTOR  WHICH  SHOULD  HAVE  GREAT  WEIGHT 
In  THE  SELECTION  IS  THE  RAPIDITY  WITH  WHICH  THE  HOUSES  CAN  BE 
GOT  READY  FOR  USE. 
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Health  Depts.  lu  preparing  such  estimates,  it  would  be  of  great 
assistance  if  some  indication  were  given  by  the  Ministry  as  to  the 
standard  of  fitness  of  houses  in  the  post-war  era.  For  instance,  is 
the  lack  of  hot  or  cold  water,  a bathroom  if  not  considered  essential, 
to  be  looked  upon  as  a major  point  in  deciding  whether  a house 
is  fit  or  unfit  for  human  habitation  ? 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  in  the  table  of  work  done  in  Housing, 
Part  IV  has  not  been  filled  in.  The  population  of  this  district  is 
in  such  a fluid  state  that  information  becomes  obsolete  within 
two  or  three  months.  It  is  known  that  there  are  many  cases  of 
overcrowding,  but  as  conditions  are  only  one  or  two,  odd  cases 
can  be  dealt  with. 

The  provision  of  new  houses  when  hostilities  cease  is  now 
becoming  a major  problem  for  local  authorities.  The  position  of 
this  Council,  while  it  gives  no  grounds  for  complacency,  is  probably 
much  better  than  many  others  which  in  addition  to  overcrowding, 
bad  houses,  etc.,  have  had  homes  destroyed  or  badly  damaged 
by  enemy  action.  This  latter  type  of  authority  will  probably 
have  priorities  in  labour  and  building  materials,  and  authorities 
such  as  oim  own  will  have  to  accept  a certain  number  of  “factory 
made”  or  prefabricated  houses,  or  go  without  any  new  accommo- 
dation whatsoever. 

While  I have  no  intention  of  going  into  the  demerits  or  merits 
of  the  “factory  built”  house,  it  does  appear  from  all  information 
available,  that  speedy  re-housing  will  depend  on  the  erection  of 
such  tj'pe  of  houses. 

The  female  section  of  the  population,  in  my  opinion,  should 
have  prior  consideration  in  deciding  for  or  against  “Portal,” 
“ Boot,”  “ Tarran,”  or  similar  types  of  house.  In  order  to  get 
some  idea  of  female  opinion  on  this  subject,  27  married  women  on 
the  R.D.C.  staff  were  questioned  as  to  whether  they  would  prefer 
to  live  temporarily  in  furnished  rooms,  lodgings,  etc.,  or  have  a 
prefabricated  house.  The  unanimous  verdict  was  in  favour  of 
“factory  built”  houses. 


GENERAL. 

There  has  been  no  large  scale  evacuation  during  the  year. 
The  two  hostels  at  Ashover  still  keep  full,  receiving  children  not 
only  from  the  Chesterfield,  Blackwell  and  Clowne  R.D.  areas,  but 
from  other  parts  of  the  North  Midlands.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  following  are  brief  particulars  of  works  of  sewage  and 
sewerage  disposal  and  town  planning,  carried  out  during  the  year, 
and  have  been  supplied  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Wikeley,  M.Eng.,  A. M. Inst., 
C.E. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

During  the  past  few  months  I have  expressed  to  the  Council 
some  apprehension  with  regard  to  the  general  standard  of  the 
disposal  of  sewage  in  the  district.  Immediate!}^  prior  to  the  war,  a 
number  of  schemes  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  had  been 
prepared,  or  were  in  course  of  preparation,  to  provide  for  efficient 
means  of  sewage  disposal  in  localities  which  had  not  previously 
been  so  provided,  and  for  the  remodelling  of  obsolescent  sewage 
disposal  works.  The  programme  was  a considerable  one,  and 
when  it  is  appreciated  that  since  then  4^  3^ears  have  elapsed,  that 
no  new  work  has  been  carried  out,  and  that  repair  and  maintenance 
work  has  been  reduced  far  below  a reasonable  minimum  standard, 
it  will  not  cause  surprise  that  officials  concerned  wath  public  health 
matters  consider  the  position  a serious  one. 
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This  Council  has  not  been  lacking  in  its  duties  in  public  health 
matters,  and,  during  the  decade  ending  at  the  outbreak  of  the  last 
war,  a considerable  expenditure  was  incurred  on  schemes  of  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal.  The  works  which  were  constructed  during 
that  period  are  now  some  35  years  old,  and  owing  to  a combination 
of  factors,  the  chief  of  which  is  perhaps  the  effect  of  subsidence 
due  to  mining  operations,  many  of  them  arc  in  a most  unsatis- 
factory condition. 

Apart  from  this,  there  is  a multiplicity  of  sewage  works,  as 
primarily  ownng  to  the  expenditure  on  sewerage  being  a parish 
matter,  in  some  instances  three  or  more  works  have  been  established 
where  one  larger  works  would  have  meant  greater  economy  and  a 
higher  standard  of  treatment.  The  problem  which  will  confront 
the  Council  immediately  after  the  end  of  the  war  will  be  the  execu- 
tion of  probably  three  comprehensive  schemes  of  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal,  each  of  considerable  magnitude,  and  the  re- 
modelling of  those  works  which  are  not  rendered  redundant  following 
the  schemes  first  mentioned.  The  result  will  be  a far  higher 
efficiency  of  treatment,  but  it  must  be  appreciated  that  the  initial 
capital  expenditure  will  be  very  high. 

The  actual  work  carried  out  during  1943  has  been  confined  to 
urgent  repairs  to  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works,  and  it  has  not 
been  possible  to  carry  out  any  improvements.  On  some  works, 
particularly  where  subsidence  has  taken  place,  there  has  been  a 
considerable  det  rioration,  particularly  at  Killamarsh  and 
Eckington. 

Town  Planning. 

The  Chesterfield  Regional  Planning  Scheme  No.  1 came  into 
operation  towards  the  end  of  1942.  This  scheme  covers  the  Parishes 
of  Brampton,  Walton  and  Wingerworth  in  this  Council’s  area.  The 
control  of  development  and  use  of  land  under  the  scheme  is,  of 
course,  far  more  rigid  than  under  interim  development  adminis- 
tration and,  being  a statutory  scheme,  is  binding  on  the  Council 
as  well  as  the  developer.  There  has  been  very  little  development 
during  1943,  and  the  good  results  which  will  flow  from  the  scheme 
are  not  so  evident  as  they  will  be  wlien  building  operations  com- 
mence after  the  end  of  the  war. 

An  Act  of  the  greatest  importance  to  local  authorities  came 
into  operation  during  1943— The  Town  and  Country  Planning 
(Interim  Development)  Act.  So  far  as  this  district  is  concerned, 
the  most  important  feature  of  the  Act  is  the  power  given  to  the 
Council  as  the  interim  development  authority  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  the  town  planning  scheme  during  the  interim  period. 
This  will  prove  to  be  of  immense  value  wlien  Imilding  development 
starts.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 
Enteric  Fever. 

No  cases  occurred  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria. 

Notifications  for  the  year  were  only  42. 

This  is  the  lowest  number  of  notifications  of  Diphtheria,  re- 
corded in  the  Chesterfield  R.D.C. 

82  were  recorded  in  the  previous  year  ; unfortunately  3 deaths 
were  due  to  this  disease,  the  same  number  as  last  year.  1,616 
children  were  immunised  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  notifications  showed  a rise  over  the  previous  year — 279 
notifications  as  against  232.  Many  of  the  cases  were  mild  and 
showed  little  or  no  signs  or  symptoms  when  admitted  to  hospital. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 

A further  drop  occurred  in  the  notifications  this  year,  13  cases 
were  notified  as  against  17  in  1942.  The  disease  this  year,  however, 
was  of  a more  virulent  type,  4 deaths  were  due  to  this,  disease. 

Measles. 

There  was  a small  epidemic  this  year. 

1,256  cases  were  notified,  but  no  deaths  were  recorded. 

Whooping  Cough. 

183  cases  were  notified,  a small  increase  on  last  year.  * 

1 death  was  recorded.

There  were  75  miscellaneous  cases.  Cases  in  brackets  refer  to 
cases  in  which  live  lice  have  been  found. 

The  gross  reinfection  rate  was  12.8%.  There  were  23  relapses 
giving  a relapse  rate  of  1.16% 

A relapse  is  taken  to  be  a case  in  which  a live  mite  is  found  or 
itching  is  complained  of  within  one  month  of  a previous  treatment. 

The  response  of  family  to  come  as  a complete  unit  has  been 
disappointing. 

So  far  no  compulsory  action  has  been  taken,  but  in  future,  in 
certain  cases,  it  may  be  necessary  to  do  so. 

Concurrently  with  the  routine  treatment,  several  investigations 
have  been  done  by  Mr.  LeNoury  and  his  assistants  ; and  at  present 
they  are  carrying  out  an  investigation  to  ascertain  the  average 
louse  population  in  heads  at  the  request  of  Dr.  Mellanby,  of  the 
Sorby  Research  Institute,  Sheffield. 
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Summary  of  Investigations. 

(1)  Infectivity  of  the  Scabies  Mite  in  Households. 

A total  of  698  persons,  comprising  176  families,  were 
examined.  Of  those  562,  i.e.  80%  were  suffei'ing  from  scabies 
(live  mites  were  found  on  the  hands  and/or  wrists,  or  they  had 
definite  clinical  sj’mptoms).  Of  the  176  families,  106  had  all 
members  infected  60%. 

(2)  Cases  without  Clinical  Symptoms. 

In  a further  series  of  294  persons  examined,  18  cases, 
6.1%  had  no  history  or  symptoms,  but  live  mites  were  found. 

In  167  had  only  slight  clinical  symptoms,  but  mites  were 
found. 

This  investigation  proves  the  necessity  of  all  household 
contacts  of  scabies  being  examined  even  though  there  has  been 
no  compalint  of  itching. 

(3)  Home  Treatment  of  Scabies. 

The  investigation  was  carried  out  as  follows  : 

The  type  of  medicament  used  was  noted  and  cases  which 
had  used,  proved  and  tried  sarcopticides  were  included.  If 
one  live  mite  was  found  on  the  person  it  was  assumed  that  the 
home  treatment  was  ineffective.  If  no  mite  was  found  the 
case  was  ignored. 

In  a series  of  347  patients,  only  15  were  all  dead  mites 
removed.  Thus  only  4.31%  of  patients  in  this  series  succeeded 
in  curing  themselves,  or  95%  failure  rate. 

Of  course  it  cannot  be  said  that  this  is  the  true  failure 
rate  in  self  treatment  as  many  of  those  who  succeed  would  be 
unlikely  to  attend  the  clinic.  It  does  indicate,  however,  that 
there  must  be  a high  proportion  of  failure  in  self  treatment. 

(4)  Absence  from  School  due  to  Scabies. 

The  County  School  Attendance  Officer  for  North  East 
Derbyshire  has  furnished  me  with  some  extremely  interesting 
figures  in  connection  with  the  absences  from  school  due  to 
scabies  ; before  and  after  the  establishment  of  the  Treatment 
Centre  at  Poolsbrook. 

The  school  chosen  is  hardly  typical  of  all  the  schools 
in  the  area,  as  it  has  for  a few  years  now  been  a hotbed  of 
.scabies  infestation.  The  figures,  however,  are  so  noteworthy 
in  that  it  does  give  a very  striking  picture  of  the  benefits 
which  have  accrued  through  having  adequate  facilities  to  deal 
with  this  trouble. 
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In  the  figures  short  absences  due  to  scabies  have  not  been 
noted.  The  absence  is  expressed  in  terms  of  attendance,  i.e., 
two  attendances  equal  one  day.

During  the  period  January,  1943,  to  November,  1943,  only 
one  case  of  lengthy  absenteeism,  due  to  scabies,  has  been 
reported  ; this  case  has  lost  118  attendances. 

90%  of  the  cases  attending  Poolsbrook  return  to  school 
immediately  after  treatment  with  no  loss  of  school-time  other  * 
than  the  attendance-time  at  the  Centre,  which  I understand 
does  not  count  as  an  absence  from  school.  In  the  other  10% 
it  is  very  rare  that  the  child  is  off  school  for  more  than  a week, 
i.e.,  10  attendances.  This  loss  of  attendance  is  usually  due 
to  bad  secondary  infection. 

(5)  Lethal  effect  of  Benzyl  Benzoate. 

80  patients  were  tested,  live  mite  was  removed  before 
treatment,  within  half  hour  of  treatment  mites  were  sought- 
for  and  removed.  An  average  of  just  over  15  mites  were  found 
per  patient  after  treatment,  and  all  were  dead. 

(6)  All  cases  sent  as  scabies  are  examined  for  head  lice. 

It  has  been  definitely  established  that  scabies  is  not  a dirt 
disease,  so  that  the  figures  give  a fair  indication  of  vermin 
infestation  of  the  general  population ; from  the  table  it  will  be 
seen  that  this  is  8.9%.  In ‘age  group  5 — 15  the  infestation 
is  20.3%. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appre- 
ciation of  the  careful  and  painstaking  work  of  Mr.  LeNoury  and 
his  staff  at  Poolsbrook.  As  I have  written  before,  the  success  of 
the  one  treatment  method  in  scabies  depends  on  a careful  efficient 
staff,  and  there  is  no  doubt  of  the  success  of  the  methods  used  at 
this  centre.

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT  INFESTATION 
ORDER,  1943. 

105  visits  have  been  made  in  connection  with  rat  infestation 
and  approximately  550  rats  have  been  destroyed. 

Cyanogas,  Rodine,  Red  Squill,  Barium  Carbonate  Compound, 
Phosphide  and  Sausage  Rusk  baits  are  used  for  rat  destruction  and 
refuse  tips,  sewerage  works  and  other  premises  are  treated  with 
these  poisons. 

Two  employees  have  been  trained  in  Rat  catching,  but  the 
effect  of  this  training  will  not  be  fully  felt  until  next  year. 


PETROLEUM  ACTS. 

There  are  120  petroleum  stores  and  5 calcium  of  carbide  stores 
in  the  district.  These  have  been  visited  and  found  to  be  satis- 
factory. 

The  income  derived  from  the  issue  of  these  licences  is 
and  the  maximum  storage  capacity  is  194,694  gallons  of  petroleum 
and  3,038  lbs.  of  carbide.
